Dislikes ‘Or Else* 
There was some possibility a 
vote on the appointm ent m ight be 
sidetracked by a move to atiolish 
the R F C. 
“My reason for opposing this 
nom ination,” 
Ives said, 
“is 
the 
unskemingiy 
and 
contem ptuous 
m anner in which, it seems to me, 
the Senate Com m ittee on Bank­

has been kicked around and co­ 
erced by the Chief Executive in

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CHIANG’S ARMIES WOULD NEED AID 
Chiang Kai-shek’s Nationalist armies are 
in the spotlight again, as new proposals are 
made to “take the wraps off” them and let 
them attack the Chinese mainland. 
Henry Lieberman, New York Times cor­ 
respondent who ably mans the Hong Kong 
listening post, has observed the Nationalist 
forces stationed on Formosa. He concludes 
that, whatever our intent, Chiang’s men are 
not now ready to launch any large-scale 
amphibious assault on the mainland. 
Professional guesses as to when the 
Nationalists will be prepared vary from six 
months to two years, and all estimates 
assume the United States would furnish 
needed arms and other supplies, not to men­ 
tion air and naval support. 
Indeed, says Lieberman, Chiang has not 
yet completed programs looking toward the 
effective defense of Formosa against Com­ 
munist attack. This task is naturally con­ 
ceived to be easier than launching an inva­ 
sion across IOO miles of open water. 
The Nationalist 
infantry 
force 
totals 
around 400,000. about three-fourths of these 
being foot soldiers. While this is a sizable 
number, not all could be committed to an 
overseas attack. Many would have to garri­ 
son Formosa. 
The experts appear to feel 100,000 to 200,- 
000 represents what Chiang might throw 
against the mainland. 
But even this force could not essay a land­ 
ing without American aid. The Nationalist 
navy is a minor affair. Its air force is infer­ 
ior even to the Chinese Communist con­ 
tingent, and it might also have to face Rus­ 
sian-manned planes in such an attempt. 
As indicated, too. Chiang would require 
U. S. equipment and continuous supplies be­ 
fore a man could march. 
With the best of aid the adventure would 
still be a tremendous risk. Communist 
armies in position to meet a Nationalist land­ 
ing are vastly greater in number than 
Chiang’s. The Reds have not been idle. Their 
coastline bristles with fortifications, and is 
shielded by radar. 
Any forecast that the mainland Chinese 
would rise in revolt as the Nationalists hit 
the beach is pure conjecture. Red police 
control on the mainland is rigid. No one 
knows whether any rebellion could take 
shape. Or, for that matter, whether the 
mainland 
folk would welcome Chiang’s 
armies. 
It is notable that none of this analysis 
reflects on the quality of Chiang’s troops. 
Lieberman declares them to be generally 
good, though the combat veterans are aging 
and getting rusty from lack of battle 
activity. 
We have 350 to 400 army, air force and 
navy personnel on Formosa training Chinese 
Nationalist soldiers. Training is said to have 
stepped up recently. But our shipments of 
military materiel to Formosa lag behind 
schedule, as they do in other regions of the 
world. 
The important thing that emerges from a 
cold, factual study of Chiang’s armies is that 
using them is not simply a matter of “taking 
the wraps off.” As they exist today, they 
are probably capable of only small hit-and- 
run raids on lightly defended coastal sectors. 
This does not mean the Nationalists are 
unimportant. It means their potential must 
be viewed realistically. They do not repre­ 
sent a cure-all for our troubles in Korea and 
the rest of Asia. They are only one cloudy 
factor in an amazing complex Asiatic picture. 


One way never to stop learning is never to 
stop asking questions.

GENERAL DOUGLAS MACARTHUR 
Now that the Eisenhower boom seems to be in 
difficulties because the General cannot or will not 
return to the United States to discuss the issues, 
a new type of campaign has been devised which 
is already appearing in the writings of New Deal 
columnists. 
This campaign is designed to separate General 
Douglas M acArthur from Senator Robert A. Taft. 
The gist of this hoax is as follows:

THE NEW HAMPSHIRE INVASION 
New Hampshire is one of our smaller

UNEXPECTED DEATHS IN INFANTS 
One of life’s distressing tragedies is the smoth­ 
ering of an infant in its bed. The mother or the 
person in charge can never forgive herself for hav­ 
ing allowed this accident to occur. 
That a great many of these infants supposed 
to have been smothered have really died ol an un­ 
suspected ailment of the lungs, heart or other or­ 
gan has been shown.

These physicians now present a study describ­ 
ing the post mortem (after death! observations in 
43 children who died suddenly, in many of whom 
death by suffocation in bed was suspected. A thor­ 
ough examination which included examination of 
blood, the presence of organisms causing inflamma­ 
tion of bronchial tubes and lungs, the culturing of 
these organisms to make sure of the diagnosis - 
inflammation—was made. A combination ot meth­ 
ods to determine the cause of death showed in­ 
fection present in 14 or 22 cases examined. In this 
group there was no evidece of death from suffoca­ 
tion. 
The seasonal occurrence of these unexpected 
deaths Suggests that respiratory (nose, throat, bron­ 
chial tubes) infection or some related facot is an 
important causative factor. This fact is borne out 
by the following facts: I. There is a well-marked 
peak of these deaths in Australian winter months, 
April to July. 2. In many cases caretul inquiry re­ 
vealed histories of mild respiratory infections for 
a few days previously or -associated with members 
in the family. 3. Microscopic evidence of inflamma­ 
tion of trachea (windpipe) and bronchial tube is 
extremely common (29 cases). 4. Otitis media (in­ 
flammation of the middle ear) was found in seven 
cases.

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CHIANG’S ARMIES WOULD NEED AID 
Chiang Kai-shek’s Nationalist armies are 
in the spotlight again, as new proposals are 
made to “take the wraps off” them and let 
them attack the Chinese mainland. 
Henry Lieberman, New York Times cor­ 
respondent who ably mans the Hong Kong 
listening post, has observed the Nationalist 
forces stationed on Formosa. He concludes 
that, whatever our intent, Chiang’s men are 
not now- ready to launch any large-scale 
amphibious assault on the mainland. 
Professional guesses 
as 
to 
when 
the 
Nationalists will be prepared vary from six 
months to two years, and all estimates 
assume the United States would furnish 
needed arms and other supplies, not to men­ 
tion air and naval support. 
Indeed, says Lieberman, Chiang has not 
yet completed programs looking toward the 
effective defense of Formosa against Com­ 
munist attack. This task is naturally con­ 
ceived to be easier than launching an inva­ 
sion across 100 miles of open water. 
The

infantry 
force 
totals 
around 400.000. about three-fourths of these 
being foot soldiers. While this is a sizable 
number, not all could be committed to an 
overseas attack. Many would have to garri­ 
son Formosa. 
The experts appear to feel 100,000 to 200,- 
000 represents what Chiang might throw’ 
against the mainland. 
But even this force could not essay a land­ 
ing without American aid. The Nationalist 
navy is a minor affair. Its air force is infer­ 
ior even to the Chinese Communist con­ 
tingent, and it might also have to face Rus­ 
sian-manned planes in such an attempt. 
As indicated, too. Chiang would require 
U. S. equipment and continuous supplies be­ 
fore a man could march. 
With the best of aid the adventure would 
still be a 
tremendous 
risk. 
Communist 
armies in position to meet a Nationalist land­ 
ing are vastly greater in number than 
Chiang’s. The Reds have not been idle. Their 
coastline bristles with fortifications, and is 
shielded by radar. 
Any forecast that the mainland Chinese 
would rise in revolt as the Nationalists hit 
the beach is pure conjecture. Red police 
control on the mainland is rigid. No one 
knows whether any rebellion could take 
shape. 
Or, for that matter, whether the 
mainland 
folk 
would 
welcome 
Chiang’s 
armies. 
It is notable that none of this analysis 
reflects on the quality of Chiang’s troops. 
Lieberman declares them to be generally 
good, though the combat veterans are aging 
and 
getting rusty from 
lack 
of 
battle 
activity. 
We have 350 to 400 army, air force and 
navy personnel on Formosa training Chinese 
Nationalist soldiers. Training is said to have 
stepped up recently. But our shipments of 
military materiel to Formosa lag behind 
schedule, as they do in other regions of the 
world. 
The important thing that emerges from a 
cold, factual study of Chiang’s armies is that 
using them is not simply a matter of “taking 
the wraps off.” As they exist today, they 
are probably capable of only small hit-and- 
run raids on lightly defended coastal sectors. 
This does not mean the Nationalists are 
unimportant. It means their potential must 
be viewed realistically. They do not repre­ 
sent a cure-all for our troubles in Korea and 
the rest of Asia. They are only one cloudy 
factor in an amazing complex Asiatic picture.

GENERAL DOUGLAS MaeARTIlUR 
Now that the Eisenhower boom seems to be in 
difficulties because the General cannot or will not 
return to the United States to discuss the issues, 
a new type of campaign has been devised which 
is already appearing in the writings of New Deal 
columnists. 
This campaign is designed to separate General 
Douglas M acArthur from Senator Robert A. Taft.

MacArthur, as a citizen and a Republican, is sup­ 
porting the candidacy of Robert A. Taft and that 
he has gone about as far as a man can go in making 
that clear. I have spoken to General MacArthur and 
while I am not quoting him. there is no doubt 
whatsoever in my mind as to what he said and 
what he meant. If I were directing the Tatt cam­ 
paign I would use the slogans “Taft and Mac­ 
Arthur” or “Me and Mac”. It is as sure and as 
realistic as that. 
2 Th«*se New Dealers and so-called liberal Re­ 
publicans are also saying that General Douglas 
MacArthur is really lying low, encouraging Talt to 
believe he is for him. but that ho is actually wait­ 
ing for a deadlock in the convention to take ad­ 
vantage of the situation in his own interest. 
This is strictly a lie and an insulting one. It 
makes of G en era l M acArthur a conniving politician, 
such as the authors of the canard are themselves. 
It reduces him to a ward-heeler whose word is as 
good as the wind. 
No one who knows General MacArthur can, 
for a moment, accept such an appraisal of his 
character. If he wanted to run for President, he 
would have said so: he would be nominated by the 
Republicans on the first ballot and the probability is 
that he would be overwhelmingly elected. He does 
not need to connive at a trick. 
The reason these opponents of both General 
MacArthur and Senator Taft are resorting to this 
hoax is that they have correctly appraised the 
popularity ot General MacArthur and seek to use 
it in their own interest. 
* It is true that many of General MacArthur's 
admirers still hope that he will run. I know of o n e 
who went calling on General MacArthur, found 
that his enthusiasm only encouraged the General to 
request him to support Taft. He told me afterwards 
that he will go on advocating MacArthur no m at­ 
ter what the General has to say on the subject. 
But he did admit that General M acArthur is sup­ 
porting Taft.

The story continues that while General 
MacArthur is supportng Taft, his friend, General 
Courtney Whitney, is slyly and secretly encourag­ 
ing a boom for MacArthur. 
This is a lie. I know Whitney. I have discussed 
the campaign with him. Apart from such trickery 
not being in his character, the implication that 
he would embarrass General M acArthur or put 
him in a false light, or give Out from the same 
source, is wholly impossible. General Whitney’s 
loyalty to General MacArthur is basic and of long 
duration and *s not of the stuff that the current' 
breed in Washington calls “Friendship.” 
This design to separate M acArthur from Taft, 
to make the Taft managers suspicious, to encourage 
“grass-rootcrs” to start MacArthur booms could, 
in a small way, have some effect, except for one 
thing;

avoided direct participation in polities. He answers 
when asked. Otherwise, his position is that, like 
any other citizen who is not a candidate, he is not 
cailcd upon to run about th* country telling others 
how to vote or expressing his opinion on every 
subject under the gun.

UNEXPECTED DEATHS IN INFANTS 
One of life’s distressing tragedies is the smoth­ 
ering of an infant in its bed. The mother or the 
person in charge can never forgive herself for hav­ 
ing allow-cd this accident to occur. 
That a great many of these infants supposed 
to have been smothered have really died of an un­ 
suspected ailment of the lungs, heart or other or­ 
gan has been shown. Some months ago we pre­ 
sented figures to show that the majority of such 
deaths were from natural causes. 
This fact has not only brought relief of mind 
to many mothers but has caused physicians to in­ 
vestigate more thoroughly supposedly smothered 
infants. 
In Medical Jounal of Australia, in which, the 
previous information on these unsuspected deaths 
were given, Drs. K. M. Bowden and E. L. French 
state, “In a former study of deaths in infancy, it 
was pointed out that babies alleged to have suffo­ 
cated accidentally in bed had probably died from 
undiscovered natural disease. Careful postmortem 
examination showed that many of these infants 
had acute infections of various typos.” 
These physicians now present a study describ­ 
ing the post mortem (after death) observations in 
43 children who died suddenly, in many of whom 
death by suffocation in bed was suspected. A thor­ 
ough examination which included examination of 
blood, the presence of organisms causing inflamma­ 
tion of bronchial tubes and lungs, the culturing of 
these organisms to make sure of the diagnosis — 
inflammation—was made. A combination of meth­ 
ods to determine the cause of death showed in­ 
fection present in 14 or 22 cases examined. In this 
group there was no evidece of death from suffoca­ 
tion. 
The seasonal occurrence of these unexpected 
deaths suggests that respiratory (nose, throat, bron­ 
chial tubes) infection or some related tacot is an 
important causative factor. This fact is borne out 
by the following facts: 1. There is a well-marked 
peak of these deaths in Australian winter months, 
April to July. 2. In many cases careful inquiry re­ 
vealed histories of mild respiratory infections lor 
a few days previously or -associated w ith members 
in the family. 3. Microscopic evidence of inflamma­ 
tion of trachea (windpipe) and bronchial tube is 
extremely common (29 cases). 4. Otitis media (in­ 
flammation of the middle ear) was found in seven 
cases.

I'm not —but I ani most 
certainly suggesting that Mary’s urge to borrow her friend Jane’s new 
ruby-and-rhmestdhe pins is quite apt to be Mar>'s urge to possess 
those things. 
The dictionary definition of the word “covetousness” describes 
Mary’s urge most aptlv. ll sa>» that covetousness is an “excessive de­ 
sire for what belongs to another.” Moses thundered against it along 
with stealing when he came down from Sinai with the Ten Command­ 
ments. 
That is why we should not be too complacent about the “borrow­ 
ing” habit. 
It is the “excessiveness” of children’s urge to adorn themselves 
wilt* the possessions ot their friends that should concern us. 
FALSE VISTAS OF ENJOYMENT 
Why does Jimmy find Billy’s tov* more entertaining than his own? 
Why are Mrs. Jones' selection* ot scarves anti tics more satisfactory 
than ours? Why does Mary depreciate the scatter pins she chose her­ 
self to exaggerate the beauty of Jane s? 
These an ’ important questions to answer if we are going to "clamp 
down” on the “borrowing” habit. 
I disapprove of it because I think ifs bad preparation for life in 
our society. We do not live in a communa! community where all prop­ 
erty is held in common but in one whose customs and law’ draw a strict 
line between your possessions and mine. 
The “borrowing" habit trains children to believe that they can in­ 
dulge every impulse to possess, and thus it provides them with totally 
false and unlimited vistas of enjoyment. As they will have to learn to 
readjust themselves and learn to find satisfaction within the realistic 
limits of their own possessions, I think we are unkind to condone the 
’’borrowing” habit.

Teach Children Grownups Have to Obey Rules, Too

She's putting her foot down, she says. 
She’s putting it down on her daughter’s habit of "borrowing” her 
friends' belongings. She writes, ‘T he argument is that this borrowing- 
lending custom is necessary to acceptance by the ‘gang’. In spite ol 
this, 1 am clamping down on it as 1 think it discourages self-reliance.” 
The public schools ot Tacoma, Wash., do not approve of the "bor­ 
rowing ' custom, either. Tacoma school authorities, aroused by an epi­ 
demic oí shopliiting among students, condemn the "borrowing" habit 
as a "device that has been used to cover up the possession of articles 
obtained by shopliiting.” 
Let nobody go flying off to the conclusion that I am suggesting 
that all youthful "borrowers” are shoplifters. I'm not -but 1 am most 
certainly suggesting that Mary’s urge to borrow her friend Jane’s new 
ruby-and-rhmestdhe pins is quite apt to be Mary's urge to possess 
those things. 
The dictionary definition of the word “covetousness” desenlies 
M ary’s urge most aptlv. It sa\s that covetousness is an "excessive de­ 
sire for what belongs to another.” Moses thundered against it along 
with stealing when he came down from Sinai with the Ten Command­ 
ments. 
That is why we should not be too complacent about the "borrow­ 
ing” habit. 
It is the “excess!veness" of children’s urge to adorn themselves 
wifti the possessions of their friends that should concern us. 
FALSE VISTAS OF ENJOYMENT 
Why does Jimmy find Billy’s toys more entertaining than his own? 
Why are Mrs. Jones' selections ol scarves and ties more satisfactory 
than ours? Why does Mary depreciate the scatter pins she chose her­ 
self to exaggerate the beauty of Jan e’s? 
Thvse are important questions to answer if we are going to "clamp 
down" on the "borrowing" habit. 
I disapprove of it because I think it’s bad preparation for lile in 
our society. We do not live in a communal community where all prop­ 
erty is held in common but in one whose customs and law draw a strict 
line between your possessions and mine. 
The "borrowing" habit trains children to believe that they can in­ 
dulge every impulse to possess, and thus it provides them with totally 
false and unlimited vistas of enjoyment. As they will have to learn to 
readjust themselves and learn to find satisfaction within the realistic 
limits of their own possessions, I think we are unkind to condone the 
“borrowing" habit. 
Mind, I see nothing objectionable at all in my child asking to bor­ 
row a book that belongs to yours, a toy or even a sweater once in a 
while. We are not so independent of each other that we never feel a 
need to borrow or to lend This article is on ‘‘borrowing’’ as a habit. 
However, even when “borrowing” is occasional, I don’t think we 
ran be as casual as we often are. We are ultimately responsible for 
the return of the article our child has borrowed from the Jones 
youngster down the street. If we w a n t him to continue to enjoy the 
Jones' hospitality, we will make sure that it is returned to the home 
where it belongs. 
Envy of others' possessions is a pathetically futile waste of emo­ 
tional energy. That may be why "covetousness” has born considered a 
sin.

A brief resume of the life of the

Berlioz and his compositions were 
included in the study and discus­ 
sion presented by members of the 
Music Association Group of the 
j YWCA W omen’s Club last Thurs­ 
day. 
Mrs. Frank Gollnick described 
the life of Berlioz.

St.-Andre, near Grenoble, France

Berlioz 
was

conductor, 
critic, writer of verse and prose. 
"At an early age, Berlioz had 
•shown a sensitiveness to musical 
impressions,” Mrs. Gollnick said, 
“but his parents decided he should 
follow in his father's footsteps and 
become a physician. 
In 1821 he 
was sent to Paris to study medi­ 
cine, but there he was so fasci­ 
nated by the music ol Gluck and 
Spontini in the opera and concert 
halls, he decided to dedicate his 
life to music.” 
Work Classified 
The 
works 
of 
Berlioz 
were 
classified by Mrs. Willard Burke 
into 
four 
types: 
sacred, 
opera, 
symphony and overture. 
His sym ­ 
phony, Harold en Italic was com­ 
posed in 1834 at the request of 
Paganini for a composition which 
would include a predominant part 
for the latter’s Stradivari viola. 
Among the overtures composed 
by Berlioz, the one most frequent­ 
ly heard on modern programs is 
the Roman Carnival which was 
originally intended as the prelude 
to his second act of the opera

U. S. Second Place 
Is Best Showing 
Ever by America 


Andrea Mead Lawrence 
Is Big U. S. Heroine 


Oslo, Feb. 25 UP>—The city of 
Oslo wrapped up the 1952 Winter 
Olympic games today but there 
was a lot of trouble getting the 
final knot tied. 
The United States played Can­ 
ada to a furious 3-3 draw and 
picked up second place to the Ca­ 
nadian’s championship in 
the 
hockey tournament last night for 
runnerup honors to Norway in 
the final standings for the 10 days 
of competition. 
The hockey g^me was supposed 
to have been the final competi­ 
tion in these king-sized games, 
which drew a record entry of 1,- 
178 athletics from 30 nations. 
Today was reserved for the col­ 
orful formal closing spectacle and 
the awarding of medals under the 
floodlights in Bislett Stadium. 
But the organizing committee 
found itself with two hockey 
games to be played. They will af­ 
fect third, fourth and sixth places 
fin the tournament standings. 
Poland tackles Norway in the 
morning and can take sixth place 
by winning. Czechoslovakia and 
Sw'eden were ordered to play off 
their third place tie at Jordal 
Stadium starting at 11 a. m., East­ 
ern Standard Time, only two 
hours before the closing cere­ 
monies are scheduled to start. 
Czech* Adamant 
To top it off the Czechs don’t 
want to play. They claim since 
they beat the Swedes 4-0 last 
night the game is unnecessary. 
The International Ice Hockey 
Federation said it w'as necessary 
under a rule passed last week. 
The rule requires playoffs when 
two teams are tied for one of fhe 
first three places in the European, 
World and Olympic champion­ 
ships. The present tournament 
counts for both the World and 
European titles. 
A goal by Jimmy Scdin of St. 
Paul, Minn., with less than three 
minutes to plav, saved the Ameri­ 
cans from being involved in the 
rhubarb. 
The draw gave them 
one point. 
• 
That meant silver medals and 
raised the United States final 
over-all point total to 89*;* -their 
best for any winter Olympics in 
Europe. 
The second place hookey finish 
also equalled the best that Amer­ 
icans ever have done. 
The host Norwegians, far and 
away the biggest point scorers, 
won their customary first and 
second places in the ski jumping 
yesterday before 150,000 onlook­ 
ers— the largest crowd ever to 
see a winter Olympic event. The 
Norwegians have won the first 
two places in jumping in four of 
the five previous winter Olympics 
and they’ve always carried off the 
first place gold medal. 
Arn Finn Bergmann beat out 
Norwegian champion Thorbjorn 
Falkanger for first place and two 
more of their countrymen placed 
in the first six. That cave Norway 
18’* points and a grand total of 
1254. 
The United States was an easy 
second in the point department, 
followed bv Finland with 72 and 
Austria with 60. 
Uncle Sam’s sons and daughers 
won four first-place gold medals 
and produced their first double 
ski winner—Andrea Mead Law­ 
rence, victorious in the women's 
slalom and giant slalom. 
The other American winners 
were Ken Henry of Chicago in the 
500-meter speed skating and Dick 
Button of Englewood. N. J., in 
the men’s figure skating. Button 
was the only 1948 Olympic cham­ 
pion to repeat. Five others tried.

RCA's improved version of the 
transistor was put on display at 
the David Sarnoff research center 
here. I t’s capable of doing much 
of the sam e work as bigger elec­ 
tron or vaceum tubes, Dr. E ng­ 
strom said. 
Mounted inside the tarnsistor 
which is a bit of wire and plastic 
— is a small speck of pure G er­ 
manium metal. This m etal h a rn ­ 
esses 
electrons

Pieta, in the perm anent collection 
of the Chicago A rt Institute, he 
learned ju st how m uch the beauti­ 
ful rhythm ic forms of his w ork 
could be truly enjoyed. 
The sculptor was so impressed 
w ith the obvious enjoym ent con­ 
veyed in Mrs. Monroe’s expression 
in the new spaper photo, th a t he 
w rote to her immediately. 
Mrs. 
Monroe, who cares herself for her 
three-m onths old daughter, E lea­ 
nor, and also is the autho r of a 
series of radio program s in Chi­ 
cago, 
w rote 
a 
quick 
reply 
to 
F ag g i’s letter. 
”1 particularly wish I could tell 
you w hat an inspiring experience 
your Pieta w as to me. It was es­ 
pecially inspiring to me because 
I believe I could fully appreciate 
its beauty and m eaning w ithout 
being able to see it.

vision for the Pieta came, Faggi 
recalled, when a cousin of his, a 
handsome boy of aliout 10 became 
gravely ill and died lollowing an 
operation. 
Faggi 
w atched 
the 
frantic mother, who in the agony 
of her suffering clutched the dead 
body of the lad to her as if trying 
to reabsorb her son into her being. 
The poignant m em ory was stored 
in Faggi’s soul, and 25 years later 
in Chicago it provided 
the in­ 
spiration for his creation of the 
Pieta. 
The Pieta. which in addition to 
the bronze in the Art Institute, 
may also lie seen in the perm a­ 
nent collection of the Seattle Art 
Museum and in the Church of St.
